GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- 02 : 2 ^' 

AN ORDINANCE amending Sections 3 and 14 of the Zoning 
Ordinance of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, pertaining 
to the definitions of Group Homes and Half-Way Houses 
for their location in certain districts as permitted uses. 


WHEREAS, over the past several years the City of Fort Wayne, and 
3 ther cities throughout the country, have begun to experience the growth of a 
new type of care facility called the group home; and 

WHEREAS, this growth is a recognition that some persons who are 
categorized as physically, mentally or socially handicapped are not best served 
by the process of institutionalization and their potential for rehabilitation and 
ultimate return to the community as self-sufficient, productive members of 
society is greatly enhanced by placing them in a temporary residential group 
facility in a residential environment; and 

WHEREAS, the current zoning ordinance of the City of Fort Wayne 
makes no provision for such uses as permitted or otherwise, except as contin¬ 
gent or special uses at the discretion of the Board of Zoning Appeals, and this 
seriously and adversely affects the planning, development, and operation of 
these group care facilities, contrary to the purpose of the zoning ordinance whicli 
is to promote and not hinder the public health, safety, comfort, morals, con¬ 
venience, and general public welfare; and 

WHEREAS, this situation should be remedied by amending the Zon¬ 
ing Ordinance to define Group Homes and Half-Way Houses and by providing for 
them as permitted uses in certain limited residential areas. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Section 3 of Chapter 36 of the Municipal Code of the 


City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as amended by General Ordinance No. 2836 
and subsequent amendments, is hereby amended by adding thereto the following: 
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Section 3, Definitions. 


(65) A block group is a combination of contiguous blocks having a 
combined average population of about 1,000. Block groups are approx¬ 
imately equal in area (discounting parks, cemeteries, railroads, yards, 
industrial plants, rural areas, etc.); they are subdivisions of census 
tracts which simplify numbering and data control. Each block group 

is identified by the first digit of the three-digit block number. Block 
group "1" will contain any block in range 101-199, block group "2" 
in range 201-299, etc. 

(66) Block Face. This sides of two city blocks that face a common 
street. 


SECTION 2. Section 14 of Chapter 36 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as amended by General Ordinance No. 2836 
and subsequent amendments, is hereby amended by adding thereto the following: 
Section 14. Permitted Uses - Specified Districts. 

B. "R2'' District - Two Family Residence. 

(4) Limited Group Home, provided that not more than two group 
homes or half-way houses in any combination as outlined by 
definitions 61, 62 and 63 shall be located in any block group 
and that not more than one group home or half-way house be 
located on a block face without prior approval of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals (see definitions for block groups and block 
faces). In no event shall any of the above uses be contiguous. 
Certificate of Occupancy required in all cases. 

C. "R3" Districts - Multiple Family Residence 

(8) Extended Group Home, provided that not more than two 
group homes of half-way houses in any combination as out¬ 
lined by definitions 61, 62 and 63 shall be located in any 
block group and that not more than one group home or half¬ 
way house be located on a block face without prior approval 
of the Board of Zoning Appeals (see definitions for block 
groups and block faces). In no event shall any of the above 
uses be contiguous. Certificate of Occupancy required in 
all cases. 

(9) Half-way House, provided that not more than two group homes 
or half-way houses in any combination as outlined by defini¬ 
tions 61, 62 and 63 shall be located in any block group and 
that nor more than one group home or half-way house be 
located on a block face without prior approval of the Board 
of Zoning Appeals (see definitions for block groups and 
block faces). In no event shall any of the above uses be 
contiguous. Certificate of Occupancy required in all cases. 
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SECTION 3. If any part, parts, section, sections, provision, clause 
Dr portion of this Ordinance shall be adjudged invalid or unconstitutional, such 
Invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not affect the validity or constitutionality 
Df this Ordinance as a whole or of any other part, section, clause, provision.
